Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheiet is required. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It contains 
reference to the claims. See page 2 line 1 1 . Also the specification makes reference to 
Fig. 2 which figure does not exist. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because all rectangular boxes in Fig. 1 should be 
labeled See 37 CFR 1.83. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 88 
04058 to Shenoy. 

Shenoy discloses a Magnetic Resonance Imaging apparatus that can select any c 
number of planes oriented arbitrarily with respect to a Cartesian coordinate system, for 
imaging. See for example the description on page 6. See also the description of the 
apparatus shown in Fig. 11. Note that the imaging planes selected do not have to be 
oriented differently but would include parallel slices to that of the selected plane or slice. 
This fact can be clearly understood from the "Prior Art" as described by Shenoy which 
states "Also, the prior art in that domain entails multi-slice imaging which permits image 
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data, in one scan, to be taken in a plurality of parallel planes, through the object, which 

are orthogonal to one of the three orthogonal axes, which are uniformly spaced one 

from the other, and whose image centers are all aligned', 

Shenoy meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in their present form. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. Smith et al. , Keren et al., and Hounsfield all disclose MRI 

systems that provide for selection of the orientation of an imaging slice. Note the 

abstract of each of the disclosures.
